WINTERSET (Iowa) Feb. 15.—An 
agreed jury of only eleven men late 
today returned a verdict of second 
degree murder against Mrs. Ida Mey- 
er, aged 60, and reputed wealthy, who 
has been on trial charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of her daughter- 
in-law, Mra, Ethel Meyer, last July.

FROM ROOTS ADDRESS. 

No other Presidential election since 
1864 has been so fraught with con- 
sequences so vital to national life as 
the one now approaching, Mr. Root 
said, and all ordinary conditions 
which play so great a part in Presi- 
dential campaigns “are and ought to 
be dwarfed into insignificance.” He 
promised that if the Republican party 
is returned to power the people may 
expect a foreign policy which will 
leave “no doubt anywhere in the 
world of America’s purpose and cour- 
age to protect and defend her im- 
portance, her territory and the lives 
and just rights of her citizens under 
the laws of nations,” and that the 
people may expect also that “govern- 
ment will stand for full and adequate 
preparation by the American people 
for thelr own defense.” 

Mr. Root charged the present ad- 

ministration with “the lack of fore- 
sight to make timely provision for 
backing up of American dip!omacy by 
actual or assured military force,” 
with “the forfeiture of the world re- 
spect for our assertion of rights by 
pursuing the policy of making threats 
and of falling to make them good,” 
and with “a loss of the moral forces 
of the civilized world through failure 
to truly interpret to the world the 
spirit of the American democracy in 
its attitude towards the terrible 
events which accompanied the early 
stages of the war.” These, said Mr. 
Root, were the administration's 
“three fundamental errors.” 
DECREASE IN PRODUCTION. 
Discussing the domestic situation 
before the European war began, Mr. 
Root declared that during the eight- 
een months of Democratic control 
there had been “a steady decrease in 
American production, in exports and 
in revenues and a steady increase in 
imports and expenditures.” Enter- 
prise had halted, he asserted, and new 
undertakings no longer made their ap- 
pearance and the country’s productive 
industries “were laboring under a 
misfit tariff devised by the Democratic 
party in a spirit of suspicion, distrust 
and hostility towards American busi- 
ness enterprise, and transportation 
and commerce had become “dull and 
despondent.” 
Taking up foreign relations, Mr. 
Root said that for the first time with- 
in the memory of men now living 
these relations “are recognized as 
vital.“ He took up first the Mexican 
problem, declaring that the United 
States “intervened in Mexico to con- 
trol the internal affairs by threat, by 
economic pressure, and by force of 
arms,” and that the government 
“ignored, conduned the murder of 
American men and the rape of Amer- 
ican women and the destruction of 
American property and insult of 
American officers and defilement of 
the American flag and joined itself 
to the men who were guilty of all 
these things to pull down the power 
of Huerta, 

“The results of this interference 
were most unfortunaté.” Mr. oot 
continued. “If our government had 
sent an armed force into Mexico to 
protect American life and honor we 
might have been opposed but we 
Should have been understood and 
respected by the people of Mexico. 
No flag is so dishonored and no cit- 
izenship so little worth the claiming 
in Mexico as ours.” 

OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 
Referring to the administratlen's 
foreign policy, Mr. Root said: 

“Our diplomacy has lost its au- 
thority and Influence because we have 
been brave in words and irresolute in 
action, 

“We have been following the path 
of peace. We have been blindly 
stumbling along the road that, con- 
tinued, will lead to inevitable war. 
Our diplomacy has dealt with symp- 
toms and ignored causes, The great 
decisive question upon which our 
peace depends is the question. whether 
the rule of action applied to Belgium 
ia to be tolerated. If it is tolerated by 
the civilized world, this nation will 
have to fight for its life. There will 
be no escape. That is the critical 
voint of defense for the peace of 
America.” 

Mr. Root, alluding to the violation 
of Beleium’s neutrality said: 

“When our government failed to 
tell the truth about Belgium, it lost 
the opportunity for leadership of 
the moral sense of the American peo- 
ple and it lost the power which a 
knowledge of that leadership and a 
<vVmpatbetic response from the moral 
sense of the world would have given 
te our diplomacy. When our gov- 
ernment failed to make any provision 
whatever for defending its rights in 
ease thev should be trampled upon, 
it lost the power which a belief in its

EPROSY EPIDEMIC 
FEARED BY DOCTORS. 


SCIENTISTS SAY FIVE HUNDRED 
AFFLICTED ARE AT LARGE,

Testimony Before Senate Health 
Committee Favors a National 
Leprosarium to Combat the Dis- 
ease, Which, it is Said, may Break 
Out in Violent Form at Any Time,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—More 
than 600 lepers at large in the 
United States constitute a menace of 
serious possibilities unless proper 
steps for segregation are taken, in the 
opinion of physicians, nurses and 
others who testified before the Senate 


Health Committee — in support 
of a bill to a national 
leprosarium. 

The witnesses, all of whom had 
had made extensive personal re- 
searches on the subject, agreed that 
the 300 persons under treatment in 


the country’s three State or municipal 
leper asylums included less than one- 
third of the total of those afflicted. 
They declared that the disease was 
rapidly spreading; that the danger of 
a serious epidemic was real; and that 
segregation was the first demand in 
the campaign agatfnst it. 

It was the consensus of opinion 
among those who testified that about 
fifty lepers were at large in New 
York City, eighty in Chicago and at 
least one or two in each of the large 
cities throughout the country. They 
declared, in arguing for a national 
asylum, that individual victims were 
treated In many Instances with great 
inhumanity by local authorities inter- 
ested chiefly in shifting the burden of 
care to some other community. 

. J. W. MeKean, American su- 
perintendent in charge of the leper 
asylum at Chengmali, Siam, said the 
history of the disease showed that 
only by forcible segregation could it 
be eradicated and the lives of its vic- 
tims made tolerable. 

The disease has a terrible re- 
crudesdence,” said Dr. McKean, “and

Appellate Court Reverses the 


Holds Clerk’s Error is not an 
Essential Fault. 


Council's Proceedings Toward 
Assessment Held Valid. 


The District Court of Appeal yes- 
terday reversed the judgment of Su- 
perlor Judge Works in declaring that 
the city had lost jurisdiction in the 
proceedings involving the assessment 
of property owners involved in the 
proposed opening of South Broadway 
between Tenth and Pico streets, in the 
action of the Rindge Company against 
the city. 

It will be recalled that the City 
Clerk, through error, failed to certify 
the assessments in time, and later on, 


the city began new proceedings to 
hear protests of abutting and neigh- 
boring wrovertv against the cost of 
the proposed improvement. 
The Rindge estate claimed that the 
city had lost jurisdiction because of 
the mistake and Judge Works held 
that the contention was well taken. 
The District Court reversed this. 

Under the street-opening act of 
1903, the City Council) initiated pro- 
ceedings for the opening of Broad- 
way, all of which proceedings up to 
and including the making of the as- 
sessment, plat and diagram, and the 
filing of the same with the clerk 
the Council in December, 1914, it is 
conceded were duly taken. On De- 
cember 31, 1914, the clerk gave no- 
tice by due publication requiring all 
persons interested in the matter to 
file with him their objections to the 
confirmation of the assessment. With- 
in thirty days owners of property af- 
fected filed prot with the clerk. 
The next regular meeting after the 
expiration of the thirty days required 
for the publication of the notice was 
held on February 1, 1915, at which 
time the clerk should have presented 
the assessment and the objections so 
filed against the confirmation. 
Through inadvertence or other cause 
the clerk failed to lay the assessment 
and objections before the City Coun- 
cil at their regular meeting held on 
February 1, 1915, but at the next 
meeting following he did lay them 
before the Council, which proceeded 
with the hearing of the objections to 
the assessment so filed, and after or- 
dering certain corrections and modi- 
fications, confirmed the assessment. 
Thereafter the Rindge estate in- 
stituted in the Superior Court a cer- 
tlorari proceedings, wherein it sought 
to have the proceeding taken by the 
City Council declared null and void 
on the ground that the city had lost 
jurisdiction to act on account of the 
failure of the clerk to act in time, 
as alleged.

A remarkable anatomical 1 
freak was discovered yesterday # 
afternoon by Dr. H. O. White, 7 
chief surgeon of the anatomy 
department of the University 
of Southern California, when, 
in dissecting the body of a 43- 
year-old man for educational 
purposes, he found every in- 
ternal organ of the subject 
transposed from right to left 
and vice versa.

STUDENTS EARN MONEY. 


—!— 


Wage Earners for Purpose of 
Paying Their Way Through 
paign in Full Swing. 


Students of Occidental College have 
been brought prominently before the 
Public recently by the active part 
they have taken in the campaign 
launched Monday night to raise 
$1,000,000 in ten days for the college. 

A squad of college men, known as 
the outdoor display brigade, have 
made the business districts of Los 


college colors of orange and black. 

Three teams of college men and 
two of college girls of eight members 
each are to actively work in the cam- 
— by seekiag subscriptions to the 
un 

A large number of,the college men 
who are taking an active part in this 
money-raising movement are from 
wealthy families, and can well afford 
to give their time to this movement, 
but many of them are entirely self- 
supporting. 

A close account was taken of the 
amount of work done by college men 
of Occidental during the iast semes- 
ter, which ended several weeks ago, 
and Occidental men who are working 
their way through coliege earned, dur- 
ing the first half of tne year, $12,- 
423.30. This canvass, wnich was made 
among 100 of the college men, showed 
that $6045 was earned by labor of 
mental character, suen as prizes and 
awards for essay writing, Y.M.C.A. 
work, newspaper work, agencies, 
preaching, work in the publishing 
houses and photography. One man 
acted as agent for a laundry, another 
sold calendars, another neckties, and 
still another bought and sold a pile of 
wood. One of the college men who is 
paying for his own education, is be- 
coming independent on a salary of 
$100 a month as a proof reader and 
compositor on one of the daily news- 


papers. 

Men of Occidental College earned 
$6378.30 during the first semester by 
manual labor such as garden work, 
milking, farm work, running an ele- 
vator, carrying mall during the holl- 
days, janitor work, cooking, waiting 
on tables, washing dishes, doing elec- 
tric wiring and carrying papers. 

More than twenty are paying for 
their education by doing janitor work. 
One Occidental man runs a dairy, 
about twenty are waiters in the col- 
lege dining-room, and five are cooks. 

A college man who has an enviable 
Place as an orator, is paying for his 
education by running an elevator in 
one of the business buildings of the 
city between 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon and midnight. He carries full 
course work. 

Dr. John Willis Baer sald last nicht 
in speaking of the work done by Oc- 
cidenta! men: 

“These figures representing work 
done by the men of Occidental are 
very high compared to other co!leges. 
Success in this campaign will enable 
us to enlarge our scope of work among 
men and women who want college 
educations, but who are not finencial- 
ly able to pay for them as a sacholar- 
ship is to be awarded for each $5000 
raised in the campaign, the team 
raising the $5000 to make the nomi- 
nation for the scholarship. 

The campaign will be actually 
launched today at noon, when all of 
the team captains and all of the work- 
ers will meet in the ballroom of Ho- 
tel Alexandria and reports will be 
made of the first day's work.

Many 
sales are reported at a price of $5 
@ grain, and one man who was leav- 
ing the city paid $26 for four grains, 
to keep him supplied until he could 
reach San Francisco. These 
are secret evidence in the hands of 
the State agents. 

The 600 bottles were taken away 
from San Diego in two trunks, and 
the police have evidence of the ar- 
rival of at least one of the trunks) 
here. The price last night, it was 
reported to the police, also took a 
decided slump, indicating the arrival 
of a pientiful supply at easy prices.

It is expected that these labor troubles 
will be patched up without delay, as 
this 4s too critical a time for the re- 
finers to curtail their production. An- 
Other factor which is sure to depress 
the market is the announcement by 
| England and France that they will 
place restrictions u the importation 
of sugar immediately. Apparently this 
is the same policy as was followed last 
year, with the purpose in view of re- 
stricting consumption and at the same 
time place a check upon speculation. 
Notwithstanding these bearish infiu- 
ences most of the New York authori« 
tles incline toward the view that prices 
will not only remain firm, but that if 
any fluctuation occurs it will be up- 
ward. They point to the fact that 
1,000,000 tons of Cuban sugar has al- 
ready been ground, out of a total crop 
of approximately 3,200,000 tons, al- 
though the mille have been operating 
but a month. England requires 1,500,- 
000 tons of what remains of the Cuban 
crop, and France will take one-third 
that amount. That will leave practic- 
ally nothing for this country. * 
Cuban growers have already received 

something like $80,000,000 for a third 
of their crop, which will go a long way 
toward financing a holding policy. 

A shipment of strawberries from the 
Imperial Valley was received in Los 
Angeles yesterday, and the same were 
placed on the market at 25 cents a 
basket.

ENGINEER TO MAKE IMMEDIATE 
ESTIMATE OF COST. 


Arrangements for voting $3,600,000 
in bonds for control work were 
deferred by the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday pending estimates by Flood 
Control Engineer Reagan on the 
amount needed. 

Last week Supervisor Hamilton in- 
troduced a resolution calling for a 
general plan for conservation, harbor 
protection, river bed arrangement and 
similar matters. Supervisor Hinshaw 
moved an amendment yesterday to 
take into consideration the Congres- 
sional programme relative to assi 
ing the county in this work. He 
called attention to the action of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee of 
Congress in suggesting an appropria- 
tion, and the bill of Congressman 
Stephens introduced into Congress on 
January 6, asking for an appropria- 
tion of $1,080,000 to construct a dam 
on the Dominguez ranch. 

This amendment was reinforced by 
a communication tendered by Secretary 
Matson of the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners suggesting that the county 
should make provimons for co-opera- 
tion with the goverument in the pro- 
posed work. Particular attention was 
called to the Stephens bill require- 
ments, among others that the county 
shall donate all rights of way for the 
new river channel which will be 
formed; for the dam at Dominguez; 
adjust all damage claims and guar- 
antee the maintenance of the dam 
after it ls constructed. 

Flood Control Engineer Reagan was 
ask to carefully consider these 
thihge and to bring in as soon as 
possible a report covering the pro- 
posed work under the bonds. He 
Stated that at least two and a half 
months will be required to make such 
a report and also suggested that he 
had no assistance as yet.
